According to Senator Lewis 
Sherman’s office, the Senate 
Finance committee has slated 
hearings on four Bay Conserva- 
tion and Development bills at 
9 am, tomorrow (Thursday) 
morning in room 4203 of the 
State Capitol 

Albany officials oppose the 
Knox-Petris and Dolwig bills, 
which are strongly favored by 
Save-the-Bay and other conser- 
vation groups, Two other bills 
are by Senator Marks of San 
Francisco and Assemblyman 
Bon Mulford, both of which 
would continue the existence of 
BCDC in its present status. 

Albany City Council and Ala- 
meda Mayors’ Conference point 
out that the Knox-Petris and 
Dolwig bills open the “back 
door to regional government” 
and would violate the princi- 
ples of home rule by taking 
over regulation of zoning in- 
land 1,000 feet from the Bay, 
its creeks and tributaries.
